Alreraft Will .@o Up 15,000 Feet to 
Get Clear Pictures of 
Solar Corona. 


Professor David Todd, who has charge 
of the Amherst College Adétronomical 
Observatory; sailed yéstérday on the 


solar eclipse on May 29. Professor Tédd 
will make his observations fromm & aval 
airplane at an altitude of 10,000 to 15,000 
féet, taking photographs of thé phé- 
homénon from the vantage in height 
thus gained, which is an innovation in 


astronomical obsérvations. 

When he left yesterday he was &c- 
companied by Hnsign G. L. Richa, 
Ensign W. H. Cushing, N. V. Copwell, 
J. P. Briggs; E. C. Leonard, and A. D. 
Hallington, all machinist miates, first 
élass. A big naval hydroplane wad on 
thé after déck, from Which it will ascend 
to make this experiment. 

Befote sailing Proféssof Todd de- 
écribef thé plans for his étpedition as 
follows: 

“By the courtesy of the steamship 
line,”’ thé Professor said; ‘‘ Captain An- 
dérson, the cofimandér of the véssel, 
has been instructed to deviate from his 
direct course from Néw York to Monté- 
vidéo in ordét that I shall Bé able to 
make these observations of the solar 
eclipse; 

Pictures Chief Aim. 

“The Elinor will bé in latitude 2.30 
north and longitude 18 West at high 
noon on May 29, when the atin will be 
15 dégrees north of thé zenith. ‘The 
ship will be stopped and the biplané- 
hydroplane in charge of the navy crew 
will ascend to an altitude of from 10,000 
to 15,000 feet above the sta, where it is 
hoped that we shall be able to get some 
fine picturés of the eclipsé, which will 
last six minutes and fifty seconds. 

‘*I am taking with mé on this éxpedi- 
tion am éxperft photographer, Stuart 
Whitman, a nephew of the fotmer Gov- 
ernor of New York. If there is room 
for us both in thé airplane, I shall take 
my téléscope and make the flight, but if 
only one can go bésides the pilot then 
Mr. ‘Whitiian will go up; aé it is Very 
important to take the photographs, and 
I shall make my observations from the 
deck of the Elinor, 

“ after the airplane reachés the ship 
again we shall send the result of ob- 
servations of the eclipse to Ceara, on thé 
coast of Brazil, and to Freetown, i 
Sierra Leone, West Africa. The Blinor’s 
position Will bé about 500 miles south: 
wést of Freetown and 1,200 miles from 
Ceara. It will be rather a long stretch 
by. radio to Brazil, but from the conver- 
gation I had with the Brazilian Ambas- 
Sador, Panima Moreira, recently in 
Washington I expect that one of thé 
warships will be sent out from Rio de 
Janeiro to pick the messages up half 
way and relay them. 

“They will be sent on by cable or 
radio to Buétios Aires and to Washing- 
ton as quickly as possible. When thé 
Elinor has picked up the airplane shé 
will 0 back on her proper course and 
proceed t6 Montevideo, where the naval 
officers and men will l&fid with theif 
machine. I shall go .t6 Buertos Aires 
ahd probably crosé the Andes and re- 
turn te Néw York by. thé Pacific Coast 
route.

DECLINE TO BE “DUPED” 


Anti-Bolshevist Russian Lead- 
ers in Paris Also Protest 
Against the Plan. 


PARIS, May i3, (Associatéd Préss.)— 
A wireless message recéived here ad- 
dréssed to Dr. Fridtjof Nansen; head of 
the comithiésion to féed Russia, from M. 
Tchitcherin, the Bolshevist Foreign Min- 
ister, and relayed by the Foreign Office 
at Bérlin; announces that the Bolsheviki 
refusé té Seas hostilities as & cotidition 
of the provisioning of Russia by neu- 


trals. 

Tchitcherin says he Pesetved Dr. Nan- 
sen's communication, dated April 17, on 
May 4 He thanks Nansen for his in- 
terest in the conditions in Rtssia, but 
declares that a continuation of hostili- 
ties is necéssary for political. reasons 
and that it would be poor policy to stop 
them. The Soviet Government, he adda, 
is willing to support a movement to feed 
Russia 80 long as it has no political 
character, ‘‘ but will not be duped.” 

He then goes on to denounce Admital 
Kolchak and General Denikin,; and ton- 
cludes by detlating that it will be im- 
possible to give up fighting; &s enemies 
are attacking on all sides. 

The féeding of the Russian population 
ia nO solution of thé Russiah question, it 
is also declared in 4 mémorafidum sént 
to thé Peacé Conferenvte by Prince Lwvoff;

Scheidemannin.a Speech : 


Calls Treaty “Murder- 
ous Scheme.” 


SAYS WILSON DECEIVED 


Declares Terms Would Doom 
60,000,000 People to Years 
of Forced Labor. 


MEMBERS CHEER WILDLY 


All Parties Except Independent 
Socialists Uphold Chan- 
cellor’s Stand. 


BERLIN, May 12, (Associated Press.) 
+A declaration by Chancellor Philipp 
Scheidemann in thé National Assembly 
here today that the peace terms wére 
“ unacceptable’ brought members of 
thé Assembly,’ thé spect&tors, and those 
in the press gallety to theif feét in & 
hurricane of cheers and applause. 

The Chancellor reached the climax of 
his statemeft on the peace terths ten 
thinutes after he began. He patised in 
his address; and then thundered out the 
word which announced the German Gov- 
érnment’s 
conditions. 

“This treaty,’’ he said, ‘‘is, in the 
view of the Impérial German Govern- 
ment, wnaccéptable,: sd utiacceptabid 
that I am unable to bélieve that this 
earth cotild béar such a doctiment with- 
out a cry issuing from miliofis ana 
millions of throaéts in all lands; with- 
out distinction to party. Away with this 
murderous sthéme! ”’ 

With the excéption or the Indépendent 
Socialists led by Hugo Haase; all fac- 
tions in the Assembly rose to their féet 
in vociferous approval. After the Chan- 
cellors &pééch the leaders of -the va- 
flotis parties, with thé exception of thé 
Haéasé grotip, made spedctés ih Which 
they declared that they backed up the 
Government. 

Says Wiisin Deécetved Gernianes. 

Thé Chithcéllof destribéd the peace 
trédty as 4 “ dreadful’’ docuriént. He 
eaid that it would nidke ah énofitious 
jail of Gérihanhy, in whiéh 60,000,000 
Persons Wotild have to labor for the vic- 
tofs in the war.

There is a marked 
desire on the part of the French and 
British to attribute the apparent dis- 
courtesy to German insolence. That 
Brockdorff-Rantzau was ill when he

AUSTRIANS TO BE TRIED 
FOR ATROCITIES IN WAR 


Treaty Provjdes for Internationcl 
Court-Martial — 200,000 Ty- 
~ yolese Under Italian Rule. 


PARIS, May 12, (Associated Press.)— 
In the’ peace treaty with Austria, now 
well toward completion, a responsibility 
clause has been inserted idential with 
that-in the German treaty, with the ex- 
ception that the first clause, providing 
for the tMal of the former Emperor 
William, is. omitted. The _remaining 
clause makes provision for the trial of 
military offenders’ by an international 
court-martial. 

The frontier delimitation of ‘shi new 
Austria presents the one seriols issue 
in the drawing of the treaty, somewhat 
similar to that of the Sarre Valley in 
the German tredty. This is as regards 
lower Tyrol, a section of which ‘s de- 
tached from Austria and placed within 
the boundaries of Italy. It includes the 
cities of Bozen and Meran, and an esti- 
mated German population of about 300,- 
000. 

The reason for attaching this German- 
speaking population toa Italy is the 
establishment of a _ strategic frontier 
giving Italy adequate protection from 
invasion from the north. The old fron- 
tier ran south of the Alps, with Italy 
on the: down grade and Austria on the 
commanding heights. The new frontier 
reverses this, giving Italy the he'ghts 
and all the defensive passages. The for- 
mer sta m ave s.ustria seven lines of 
approa ile Italy possessed only one 
main. line Vee mobilizing its defenses. 
The new status places al] these lines of 
approach under Italy’s control. 

As has been stated, the frontier line as 
drawn in the terms to be presented the 
Austrians is the one laid down by the 
Treaty of London, although thé treaty 
makes no mention of this fact. Italy 
sought this line as a permanent strat- 
egic defense, secured its insertion in the 
armistice terms, and now secures its 
incorporation in the treaty. 


BAS . May 12.—The ace which 
Austria would make would not~be the 
final word. Dr. Karl Renner, the Aus- 
trian Chancellor, declared to a crowd 
outside the Rathaus in Vienna, says a 
dispatch from that.city.

Bitter Toward Americans Now. 

Above all the arguments, one hears 
condemnation of America and President 
Wilson. Truly there is one new note in 
the song of fury which the .Germans 
have peen singing since the peace terms 
were given to them. 

Heretofore the Americans on ‘the Rhine 
have heard, night and day, praise of 
America and Wilson. It has been stated 
in these dispatches from time to time 
that this appeared to be merely because 
‘the Germans hoped that America and 
Wilson would save them from their just 
deserts. Now that they regard it as 
proved that America and Wilson have 
not stood between them and justice, one 
gets the real measure of-the value of 
German protestations of regard for us. 

I have been down there on the terrace 
talking with some of these Germans and 
without exception they would ask:

SEES COSTA RICA LOYAL. 


Lara Denies Natives Planned 
Invasion from Nicaragua. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Dr. Carlos 
Lara, confidential agent of the Costa 
Rican Government in the United States, 
tonight gave out a statement in which 
he said his Government had been in- 
formed that an invasion of Costa Rica 
had been openly organized In Nicaragua 
in the last few days with the consent 
and support of the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment. 

He denied that’ the force of invasion 
was composed of Costa Rican exiles, 
saying that, on the contrary, there were 
but twenty Costa Ricans, and that the 
rest of the force consisted of from 0 
to 800 Nicaraguans. : 

President Tinoco, he added, had rot 
“exiled "’ any one. from Costa Rica, but 
had simply expelled from its territéry 
‘“*two or three pernicious foreigners.” 
Of fifty Costa Ricans who voluntarily 
went to Nicaraugua thrity had returned 
he said, and the country was at peace. 

‘‘The American colony in Costa Rica

CONFER ON-NAVAL BILL. 


Appropriations Wanted While Com- 
‘posite Ship Plan Walts. 


WASHINGTON, May 13. — Arrange- 
ments to obtain the passage of the naval 
appropriation bill, which fajled at the 
last session of Congress, before July 1 
were discussed today by Acting Secre- 
tary Roosevelt with Senator Poindexter 
of Washington, prospective Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Committee. They 
agreed to urge the House Naval Com- 
mittee to take up the bill in the form in 
which it was reported to the Senate 
last March, including. the Senate amend- 
ments. 

Senator Poindexter indicated that large 
questions of general naval ‘policy might 
be left out of the bill in order not to 
delay essential appropriation legislation. 
He said that the new three-year build- 
ing program, the size of the permanent 
enlisted personnel, and other questions 
of policy probably could not be determ- 
ined definitely Sy July I, when the ap- 
propriations would be urgently needed,

WASHINGTON, May 13,—Roger Cul- 
ver Tredwell, former American Consul 
Petrograd, who has just come out of 
Bolshevist Russia, after having been a 
prisoner of the Bolsheviki for many 
months, has forwarded to the State De- 
partment from Stockholm a statement 
of his observations, which strengthens 
the belief, of officials here that the days 
of the Lenin-Trotaky régime are num- 
bered. i : 

A summary, of Mr. Tredwell's report, 
as given out by Acting Secretary of 
State Polk this afternoon, credits the 
Censul with the statement that he found 
general dissatisfaction with existing con- 
ditions and a growing feeling against 
the terroristic methods applied by the 
Bolsheviki to those who disagree with 
or who oppose them. He found that the 
more intelligent workmen in Bolshevist 
territory had come to a realization that 
the promised world-wide revolution had 
collapsed and that the Bolsheyist lead- 


| ers were unable to carry out the policy 


they had proclaimed. 

The summary of Consul Tredwell’s 
statement as given out today at the 
State Department was as follows: 

“In his asserted statement Consul 
Tredwell says that he wishes to give 
without prejudice the results of obser- 
vations made in the course of almost 
two years spent in Russia, including 
more than half that time in Turkestan, 
and that his ten years of Consular ca- 
reer will attest the sincerity of his im- 
partial views and his actual sympathy 
for Russians as a people. 

* Bolshevism, according to Consul 
Tredwell, has proven to be the replac- 
ing of the bureaucracy of the Czar by 
the dictatorship of new and more ig- 
norant oppressors of the Russian 
people. The Bolshevist platform tersely 
stated is: 

‘“** Our country, the whole world; our 
countrymen, the proletariat; our aim, 
to demolish nationalities, religions and 
frontiers; our one enemy, the bour- 
geoisie, with whom we shall never make 
peace regardless of the sufferings en- 
tailed or the methods necessary to se- 
cure results.’ 

Tactics of the Bolsheviki. 


indifferent to the form of Government, 
and with their political inexperience and 
the terrorism created by the Red Army 
any expression of democratic principles 
has been stifled. The Bolsheviki took 
hold of the machinery of the Govern- 
ment by obscuring their methods with 
idealistic phrases, by playing on the 
sentiment of the Russian people in their 
suddenly emancipated and naturally 
bewildered state. -The Bolsheviki drew 
their greatest support from the strong 
hatred which developed in 1917 against 
the reactionary policies of the then 


governing autocracy. : 

“The movement of the Bolsheviki, 
employing always altruistic phrases and 
playing not upon the intelligence of the 
great mass of Russian people but upon 
their human: nature, is more of an out- 
burst against oppression than an ex- 
pression of political feeling. 

“The Russian people had been led on 
te believe that: they would become im- 
mediately prosperous in a _ revolution 
that would assume widespread propor- 
tions, but now that this illusion has 
been dissipated the people are becoming 
incheesingly discontented with the des-

MOSCOW, April 19, (via Helsingfors 
and Paris, May 13.)—Happy American 
prisoners from Archangel, with a cap- 
tured ¥Y. M. C. A. man, climbed aboard 
the train for Petrograd and America at 

1:30 this afternoon. They were theaiied 
for home. 

Captured at different eine: in .the 
fighting in North Russia, the freedom 
of the city had been givén to then and 
they were permitted to go anywhere 
they; wanted at any time. They had 
heen fed the regulation rations of the 
Red Guards, which is more real food 
than any other ordinary félks get in 
Soviet Russia. They had been petted, 
pampered, propaganaized, lectured, 
taken to dances, plays, and feeds, ‘Now 
to make the thing absolutely unblieyable 
they are going home without any string 
whatsover tied to their release. 

A Y. M. C. A. man deserves the credit. 
A few days ago Louls Philip Penning- 
roth, who hails from Tipton; Iowa, and 
has been doing war prisoner relief work 
in Central Europe for three years, 
dropped into Soviet Russia from the 
blue sky and*quite frankly suggested to 
Tchitcherin, Commissary of Foreign Af- 
fairs, there could be no harm in letting 
him have six American prisoners of 
war. And Tchitcherin, who is a mild, 
gentle man, despite the world's opinion, 
quite unconditionally told him all right. 
If it was all he wanted he could have 
them. So a little while ago the Petro- 
grad train took six, with Penningroth, 
on the first leg of the journey down the 
road to happiness. 

morning I went out to the bar- 

where the men were quartered. 
Six Americans were- swapping yarns 
with British Tommies with an admir- 
ing row of French poilus as audience 
when Penningroth and I came into the 
big room. It was a motley crowd. All 
wére attired in strange combinations of 
Russian, American, French, and British 
military garb, but we did not have any 
trouble in picking out the Americans.

“According to the Soivet Constitution, Russia is governed by 
Soviets of Deputies, elected by the secret, direct and equal vote of all 
the working masses. In fact, there never was either a secret election 
in Soivet Russia, or one based on equal Suffrage. Elections are usually 
ecnductod at a given factory or foundry at open meetings, by the 
raising of hands, and always under the knowing eye of the chairman. 
The majority of the workers very frequently do not take any part in 
these elections at all. The rights of a minority are never recognized, 
as proportional representation has been rejected. 


“As regards direct elections, it is again a mere phrase. The 
Central Executive Committee, which is supposed té@-@mbody the 


supreme administrative organ of the country, was actually being 


elected through a four-grade system. Local Soviets send their repre- 
sentatives to the Provincial Congress; the Provincial Congress is repre- 
sented by delegates at the All-Russian Congress, and only this last 
body elects the Central Executive Committee. Often: the delegates 
are not elected by the regular meetings of the Soviets at all, but are 
sent by the Executive Committees, cleverly handpicked by the Bol- 
sheviki after the system of proportional representation was rejected. 


“The exclusion from the Soviets of all who think differently 
from the Bolsheviki developed gradually. They ‘cleansed* the Soviets 
in Perm and Ekaterinburg in January, 1918; in Ufa, Saratov, Samara, 
Kazan and Yaroslav in December, 1917; in Moscow and Petrograd

Remittances—2,119 ‘Unidentified.

WASHINGTON, Mdy 13.—Announce- 
ment was made tonight that nearly $28,- 
000 in unidentified remittances. are held 
by the Bureau of War -Risk Insurance, 
representing 2,119 remittances received 
without sufficient information .to indi- 
cate: for what purpose the payment is 
made. Many of the remittances are for 
insurance premiums, but are not accom- 
panied by sufficient: information to war- 
rant. the bureau in-issuing a receipt: 

Hundreds of remittances are received 
every day, in checks, money orders, 
bank drafts, currency, and even postage 
stamps. Each day there are some re- 
mittances which give no information as 
to what they are intended for. .Often a 
latter arrives at the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance containing a remittance 
and simply states ‘‘.This is for my son 
John’s insurance,’”’ and is signed *‘ Mrs. 
John Smith.’’ In instances of this kind 
the bureau places the remittance in the 
fund for unidentified remittances and 
proceeds -to attempt to identify -it. 

Bank drafts are often received by the 
bureau which give no tnformation as to 
the name of the sender or for what 
purpose the draft is sent. As a bank 
draft does not contain the name of the 
remitter it becomes necessary for the 
bureau to correspond with the bank 
drawing the draft in an attempt to as- 
certain the name of the purchaser of 
the draft.. Often the: bank is unable. to 
furnish the address of the purch

a remittance, all persons sending remit-> 
tances to the neces are urged to indi- 
eate fully for. what. purpose the remit- 
tance’is intended.

ALLIED AIR CONTROL. 

When thé Pafis Matin says that 
“* the air should bélong to the Leagué 
of Natiors,"’ its meaning ts that the 
Leggué should control the alr, as it 
intends to control the sea, ih order to 
prevent or to stop war. The Matin con- 
tends that ‘‘ thé Allies must remain 
“masters of the air until Gefthany 
‘‘ gives pledges of réperitance and 
“* pacifism,’’ which conceivably would 
not be enough. Is it a fantastia idea 
that the Germans, with fast and pow- 
erful airplanes in. théir possession, 
could cross thé French frontier, or even 
the Channel to England, and in a few 
hours commit acts of war, by destroy- 
ing afsénals, munition stores, muni- 
tion plants, and railway junctions, 
that would give them in a« long- 
planned conflict an advantagé that 
might prove decisive? Strategic points 
could be seizéd by bollies of titops 
cattied through the air, to be followéa 
by supporting columns atrong énotigh 
to deal with hastily ussembled forces. 
It must be considered that invention 
will produce larger and swifter air- 
planes than any now known. Qbserv- 
ers in the great War, including offi- 
cers of high rank, ‘have maintained 
that the next struggle between nations 
will be decided in the air, by battles 
fought théré 4s well.as by devastation 
wrought of thé earth fromm the air.

‘* great currents of air traffic which in 
** a quarter of a century will traverse 
“the world.’* Germany is to be 
allowed to construct airplanes for 
trade uses. Somé of them will be of 
great size, with a radius of hundreds; 
perhaps thousands, of miles... Vast 
numbers of them could be built for 
commercé but inténdéd for war. 
Bombing attachments and machine 
guns could easily be installed. 

How could Germany be prevented 
from building 48 many great airplanes 
for carrying her products as she 
pleased? If she were to construct 
hundreds when other nations were 
turning out tens Gr tWéntiés theré 
would bé cause for alarm; and yet the 
reply to &hxiotis ihquirers cotild well 
be that the gfeat Gérman fleets were 
to bs tiséd orily in trade. There is it 
Section VI. a/ provision limiting Ger- 
many in thé produétion of wat ma- 
tefial to a sifficiency for the simall 
artiy ahd navy éstablishments allowed 
her, but as time goes on it will. be- 
come more and more difficult to en- 
force this provision. Explosivés, for 
instance, are easily made in secret.

Grave Questions Before Board. 

**T need not remind you as members 
of \the board that during the last year;

As you know, various 
issues raised by the Superintendent of 
Schools as a matter of duty and, in some 
instances,, by the Board of Bdutation 
itself, are’ now pending adjudication by 
the State Commissioner of Hducation, 
the Board of Regents, and the Supreme 
Court of the State. I am sure that I 
speak for all when I promise scrupulous 
regard for an honest enforcement of any 
final decision regarding. our funds or 
status by any court or other tribunal 
of last resort. 

** No one can deny that there is imper- 
ative need of upward revision of the 


salaries of the professional and the cler- Pi: 


ical staff. As long as the matter of in- 
creased compénsatten is dependent upon 
the joint action ‘of the Board of Bduca- 
tion and thy Board of Estimate, we must 
co-operate as far as possible with the 
latter body, whose approval is in turn 
cénditioned by the limited resources of 
the city. Moreover, I do not hesitate to 
say that the investigation I have made 
into the compensation paid to the em- 
ployes of the department disclosed many 
ihjustices that should be remedied ‘as 
soon as financial ability permits. 

“There also lies before this board the 
execution of a vast building program 
which the city authorities have_gener- 
ously financed. I trust thet the general 
public, impatient of delays over which 
we have no control. will not become 
unduly critical because of our inability 
to suddenly remedy a condition of ab- 
normal overcrowding that was our heri- 
tage from a preceding administration, 
and which, because of governmental re- 
striction, could not be remedied prior 
to the signing of the armistice.

But President Reports Situation Re- 
garding Freight Cars .Js Not. 
So Reassuring. 


Leonore F. Loree, President of  the]’ 


Delaware & Hudson Company, told 


. stockholders at the annual meeting yes- 


terday that maintenance, of way has 
been. inadequate both as to quality and 
quantity in the year just passed. In a 
statement which was read at the meet- 
ing Mr. Loree said: 


When your property was taken over by 
the Government a rental was fixed which, 
while in no sense generous, wag yet> suf- 
ficient to .meet your requirements if regu- 
larly and promptly ‘paid. Sdéme. embar- 
rassment is experienced. in this regard be- 
cause of the failure of the last Congress 
to place at. the disposal of the Railroad 
Administration funds sufficient te meet its 
obligations. Especially is this so now, 
when the financial results are so dis- 
appointing and when many of the roads 
are failing to earn even their operating 
expenses. , 

The President in taking over your prop- 
erty gave assurance that your property 
would be maintained during the period of 
Federal control in as good repair and as 
complete equipment @s when taken over 
by the Government. 

In the matter of locomotive power you 
need feel no present apprehension, Your 
shop equipment is ampie and it has been 
used to keep in repair not only your owk 
locomotives but as well. some owned by 
connecting lines. The situation in. regard 
to your treight cars is not so reassuring. 
Whereas formerly the great’majority were 
on your own rails and the baiance were 
returned thereto at frequent a now 
nearly 90 per cent. are on foreign lines. 
No ciear idea can be had of their con- 
dition. During the last: year 131 freight 
cars were dismantled by the Railroad 
Administration for various causes, and 
none of these vacancies has as yet been 
filled. : 

In the matter of maintenance of way 
there has been a serious falling off in 
the application of material. During the 
test period the average annual tonnage of 
new rails applied was: 8,117 tons. In 1918 
the new ‘rail applied as 5,836 tons, a 
deficiency in tonnage of 2,281, or 28% per 
cent. Assuming a price of $45 a ton, the 
deficiency in money would be $102,645. At 
the present .time there is in stock about 
two-thirds of the amount applied annually 
during the test period. During the test 
period the average annual tie renewals 
were 339,575 ties per year. In 1918 the 
new ties applied were 241,504. The average 
price per tie in 1918 was $1.12, at which 
rate the deficiency in money would be 
$100,839. Moreover, the quality of the ties 
used in 1918 was much below that of the 
ties used during the test period. At the 
present time there is in stock not more 
than 21 per cent. of the ties accumulated 
at corresponding dates in the! test period. 
Mr. Loree told his stockholders that 
the season tor open track work in this 
latitude is comparatively short and that 


tenance of 1918 be made up,. but there 
should be no repetition of that d«ficiency 
this year. In concluding he said: 

The investment in the rajlroads of this~ 
country represents one-tenth of all the 
moneys all of our people have been able 
to save in the nearly 800 years we have 
been in this country.
